I submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of 
the  town  of  Douglas  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1940,  made  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the 
form  of  a report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director 
of  Accounts.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Douglas  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1940, 
the  following  report  being  submitted  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the  several  de- 
partments receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town,  were  examined  and 
checked,  and  a balance  sheet  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town 
on  December  31,  1940,  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  accountant’s  ledger  was  analyzed,  the  appropriation  accounts  being 
checked  to  the  town  meeting  records  of  appropriations  and  transfers  voted. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  compared  with  the  accountant’s 
ledger  and  with  the  records  of  the  departments  making  payments  to  the  treas- 
urer, while  the  payments  by  the  treasurer  were  checked  with  the  warrants 
authorizing  the  disbursement  of  town  funds. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were  verified 
by  a comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  secur- 
ities on  file. 

The  cash  book  additions  were  verified  and  the  treasurer’s  cash  balance 
on  December  31,  1940,  was  proved  by  a reconciliation  of  bank  balances  with 
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statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit  and  by  actual  count  of  the 
cash  in  the  office. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  investments  of  the 
trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  and  the  agent  of  the  Devise  of 
Moses  Wallis  were  examined  and  listed,  the  income  being  proved. 

The  tax  title  deeds  on  hand  were  listed  and  the  amounts  transferred  to 
the  tax  title  account  were  verified.  Verification  of  the  tax  titles  as  listed 
was  made  by  a comparison  with  the  records  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and  checked. 
The  tax  accounts  outstanding  according  to  the  previous  examination  were 
audited,  and  all  subsequent  commitment  lists  were  added  and  reconciled  with 
the  warrants  of  the  assessors  committing  the  taxes  for  collection. 

The  collector’s  cash  books  were  footed,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  by 
the  collector  were  checked  to  the  treasurer’s  cash  book,  the  abatements  were 
compared  with  the  assessor’s  records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  out- 
standing accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  outstanding  taxes  were  verified  by  sending  notices  to  a number  of 
persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town, 
and  from  the  replies  received  it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are 
correct. 

The  records  of  licenses  issued  by  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and 
checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  State  and  to  the  town  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to  furnish  them  were 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  books  and  accounts  of  the 
sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  and  of  the  public  welfare,  school,  and  water 
departments  were  examined  and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer 
were  verified. 

During  the  audit,  cooperation  was  extended  by  all  town  officials,  for 
which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I wish  to  express  appre- 
ciation.

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TOWN  CLERK'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Douglas: 

Following  is  my  seventh  Annual  Report  as  Town  Clerk: 

VOTES  PASSED  BY  THE  TOWN  SINCE  THE  1940 
ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 

Special  Town  Meeting — June  3,  1940 

Article  1.  The  Town  voted  to  appropriate  an  additional  sum  of  twenty- 
five  hundred  dollars  to  the  Snow  Roads  account. 

Article  2.  The  Town  voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  to  make  a survey  of  the  proposed  Water  Main  extensions  to 
Douglas  Center  and  on  Pleasant  Street  or  Martin  Road,  so  called. 

Special  Town  Meeting — August  27,  1940 

Article  1.  The  Town  voted  to  purchase  a power  grader,  voted  to  au- 
thorize the  Selectmen  to  sell  the  present  grading  equipment  and  apply  the 
same  towards  the  purchase  of  the  New  Power  Grader,  voted  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  and  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  same.  To  meet 
the  said  appropriation  the  sum  of  five  hundred  shall  be  transferred  from  the 
Machinery  Rentals  Account  and  the  Treasurer  is  authorized  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  five  thousand  dollars  over  a period  of 
three  years  as  authorized  by  sub  section  9 of  Section  7,  Chapter  44,  General 
Laws.  The  vote  was  unanimous. 

Special  Town  Meeting — December  31,  1940 

Article  1.  The  Town  voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  six  hundred  one  dol- 
lars and  seventy-one  cents  ($601.71)  from  the  Water  Department  Surplus 
Fund  to  the  Water  Department  Expense  Account  to  pay  the  remaining  1940 
bills  of  the  Water  Department. 

Article  2.  The  Town  voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  three  hundred  ninety- 
seven  dollars  and  sixty  cents  ($397.60)  from  the  Highway  Machinery  Rentals 
Account  to  the  Highway  Machinery  Fund  to  pay  the  remaining  1940  bills 
of  the  Town  for  Highway  Machinery. 

Article  3.  The  Town  voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  the  1940 
Ford  Police  Cruiser  and  to  apply  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  towards  the  pur- 
chase of  a new  car,  and  voted  to  appropriate  an  additional  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred twenty-six  dollars  ($226.00)  to  be  raised  in  the  Tax  Levy  of  1941. 
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Article  4.  The  Town  voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars 
($600.00)  from  the  Welfare  Account  to  the  W.P.A.  Account. 

Article  5.  The  Town  voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars 
($1,000.00)  from  the  O.A.A.  Account  to  the  W.P.A.  Account. 

Article  6.  The  Town  voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars 
($500.00)  from  the  A.D.C.  Account  to  the  W.P.A.  Account. 

Article  7.  The  Town  voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  one  hundred  seventy- 
one  dollars  and  two  cents  ($171.02)  from  the  Highway  Compensation  In- 
surance Account  to  the  Special  Highways  Insurance  Account.

A decrease  in  the  number  of  residents  arrested  for  all  crimes  will  be 
noted;  and  a very  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  residents  arrested  for 
felonious  crimes.  Crimes  of  a serious  nature  were  committed  by  non-resi- 
dents in  all  but  one  instance.  This  condition  is  not  unsatisfactory  from  a 
police  point  of  view. 

Apprehension  and  prosecution  has  been  made  easier  through  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Board,  in  that  they  made 
available  to  the  Department  some  much  needed  equipment  in  connection 
with  identification. 

Through  the  medium  of  this  report,  I wish  to  commend  the  individual 
officers  of  the  Department  for  their  application  and  special  endeavor  during 

1940. 

During  the  summer  months  all  men  attended  a school  conducted  by 
United  States  Army  officers  in  the  care  and  use  of  the  latest  type  army 
weapons. 

In  October  all  attended  special  courses  in  criminal  law,  and  police  pro- 
cedure held  in  Douglas.  Later  another  school  of  like  nature  conducted  by 
the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  at  Whitinsville,  which  lasted  seven 
weeks. 

Conforming  with  the  provisions  of  the  National  Defense  Act  of  1920,  a 
so-called  Special  Duty  Squad  of  ten  men  was  organized  to  cope  with  future 
emergencies,  in  conjunction  with  the  military  and  civil  authorities.  This 
group  attended  special  schools  and  were  taught  combat  shooting  and  self 
defense  methods.  The  assistance  of  the  Department  personnel  in  attaining 
the  desired  ends  was  invaluable. 

Membership  in  the  New  England  Police  Revolver  League  was  continued. 
A team  composed  of  members  of  the  Department  competed  in  the  winter 
Postal  Matches.  The  division  in  which  the  team  shot  was  composed  of 
twenty-seven  other  Departments,  twenty-six  of  which  were  municipalities, 
with  unlimited  facilities  available.  Douglas  placed  second,  by  four  points. 
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In  the  yearly  qualification  matches  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  this 
league,  three  men  qualified  as  "Expert,”  and  four  as  “Sharpshooter,”  in  the 
use  of  service  revolvers.  These  are  the  two  highest  ratings  obtainable. 

All  men  participated  in  the  activities  mentioned  above  on  their  own  time 
and  at  their  own  expense,  which  at  times  was  not  inconsiderable. 

The  present  limited  national  emergency  has  thrown  a large  amount  of 
added  work,  and  some  added  expense  upon  the  Department.  A part  of  this 
expense  can  be  classified,  and  perhaps  provided  for  by  a separate  fund.  A 
large  part  however,  cannot  be  classified,  and  falls  upon  whatever  allocation 
is  applicable  from  our  total  appropriation,  particularly  transportation,  in- 
vestigation, and  phones  and  wires. 

This  situation  could  not  of  course  have  been  foreseen.  As  stated,  con- 
siderable added  expense  has  been  incurred,  for  which  no  provision  was  made. 
No  reliable  forecast  can  be  made  regarding  future  conditions,  and  future 
demands  upon  the  Department.  I respectfully  suggest,  however,  that  some 
consideration  be  given  this. 

While  the  number  of  accidents  has  not  been  too  greatly  reduced,  the  type 
and  nature  of  accidents  has  undergone  a radical  change  during  the  past 
eighteen  months.  Wherever  personal  injury  has  been  involved,  it  has  in 
nearly  all  instances  been  slight.  Residents  have  been  involved  in  but  few 
accidents.  The  reflection  of  this  is  of  course  in  the  reduced  insurance  rates 
that  you  now  have. 

There  is  no  question,  I believe,  but  that  the  25  mile  an  hour  law  that  has 
been  in  force  here  for  nearly  two  years,  has  been  directly  responsible  for 
this  improved  condition.  The  continued  strict  enforcement  of  this  law  is 
proposed  for  1941.

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CHARITIES  IN  DOUGLAS 


REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 
To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Douglas: 

For  the  first  time  since  1935  the  Welfare  Board  is  able  to  report  ex- 
penditures for  Temporary  Aid  under  $10,000.00.  This  decrease  is  attributed 
to  better  business  conditions,  certifying  all  employables  for  W.P.A.  as  soon 
as  possible,  assistance  granted  to  border  line  cases  by  the  distribution  of 
Federal  Surplus  Commodities.  Of  course  the  efficient  distribution  of  Un- 
employment Checks  on  schedule  has  also  been  helpful. 

We  wish  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Douglas 
the  fact  that  all  outstanding  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  bills  have  been 
collected,  while  the  Accounts  Receivable  in  the  Temporary  Aid  Account  stands 
at  $867.58.  Of  this  amount  the  sum  of  $375.45  has  been  carried  on  the 
books  for  a number  of  years  and  will  be  charged  off  this  year  as  uncol- 
lectable. The  reason  for  this  is  that  when  the  original  charges  were  made 
they  were  questionable  then  and  in  all  probability  should  never  have  been 
charged.  The  remaining  $492.13  is  due  from  the  City  of  Worcester,  the 
State,  and  the  Town  of  Flinsdale. 

The  sum  of  $5,157.30  was  collected  by  the  Town  Treasurer  from  bills 
sent  out  by  the  Welfare  Department,  $934.17  was  collected  under  the  A.D.C. 
Account,  and  $3,732.37  under  the  O.A.A.  Account.  From  this,  one  can  cer- 
tainly see  the  necessity  for  close  checking  of  all  bills,  as  an  employee  of 
the  department  can  easily  lose  more  money  for  the  Town  than  the  employee 
receives  as  compensation.  This  money  that  is  collected  each  year  is  estimated 
by  the  Assessors  as  Receipts  to  reduce  taxes. 

Our  budget  for  1941  calls  for  an  appropriation  of  $10,000.00  for  Temporary 
Aid;  $1,750.00  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children;  and  $7,000.00  for  Old  Age 
Assistance;  or  a total  budget  reduction  of  $1,250.00  under  the  1940  ap- 
propriations.

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REPORT  ON  W.P.A.  PROJECTS  IN  1940 


The  year  ending  December  31,  1940  was  by  far  our  most  productive  on 
W.P.A.  Three  projects  which  had  been  left  unfinished  from  previous  years 
were  completed. 

The  first  project,  a road  construction  program  on  Martin  Road,  so  called, 
begun  last  winter  and  continued  through  the  spring  to  completion,  added  two 
more  miles  of  macadam  road.  The  graveling,  excavation,  clearing  of  right 
of  way,  building  of  culverts,  grading,  etc.,  was  done  under  W.P.A.  Super- 
vision. The  surfacing  of  the  road  was  done  under  the  highway  superin- 
tendent’s supervision. 

The  second  project,  a sidewalk  construction  project,  completed  a con- 
tinuous sidewalk  from  Main  Street  along  Manchaug  Street  to  the  St.  Denis 
Church.  This  project  was  begun  in  the  summer  of  1938  and  was  interrupted 
by  the  hurricane.  This  walk  has  placed  pedestrians  on  a walk  elevated  from 
the  roadway  and  relieving  a serious  situation.  This  work  had  been  planned 
in  1924  but  never  got  beyond  that  stage. 

A snow  removal  problem  on  this  section  of  walk  has  arisen  and  talks 
are  being  carried  out  with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  to  remedy 
this. 

The  third  project,  also  a sidewalk  project,  was  completed  on  Pleasant 
Street.  This  walk  is  a necessity  for  School  Children  walking  to  and  from  the 
High  School  use  it  daily.  Furthermore,  the  grade  of  the  gutter  was  improved 
so  that  cars  could  drive  up  to  the  curbing. 

The  big  problem  confronting  the  town  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  a 
shortage  of  labor  and  especially  of  skilled  help.  To  complete  this  last  project 
additional  workers  were  obtained  from  Millbury  and  these  men  are  con- 
tinuing to  supplement  our  workers.  The  shortage  of  skilled  W.P.A.  help 
increased  the  Sponsor’s  contribution  because  it  necessitated  our  hiring  and 
paying  for  cement  finishers. 

The  work  for  1941  has  been  planned  along  similar  lines  with  a winter 
road  construction  program  to  extend  the  macadam  road  from  the  Pastime 
Club  to  the  Whitins  Reservoir. 

This  spring,  work  will  begin  on  a combined  Chapter  81-W.P.A.  project 
to  extend  the  Main  Street  Drainage  system  up  Pleasant  and  Depot  Streets. 
Department  of  Public  Works  engineers  are  cooperating  in  this  project,  and 
it  will  be  under  their  supervision. 
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Sidewalks  will  also  be  constructed  during  the  summer  on  various  streets. 

The  cost  to  the  Federal  Government  of  the  work  on  Manchaug  Street 
for  the  year  1940  in  constructing  800  feet  of  cement  walk  was  $1,784.90, 
while  the  cost  of  constructing  the  two-mile  stretch  of  road  on  Martin  Road 
with  the  1000  ft.  of  sidewalk  on  Pleasant  Street  was  $10,337.60.  The  net 
cost  to  the  Town  on  all  projects  was  $4,018.07.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  NURSE 


Mr.  Winfield  A.  Schuster,  Chairman, 

Board  of  Selectmen, 

Douglas,  Massachusetts, 

My  dear  Mr.  Schuster, 

I herewith  submit  my  first  report  as  Board  of  Health  Nurse  in  the  Town 
of  Douglas. 

As  Board  of  Health  Nurse  on  a one  day  a week  basis,  my  duties  have 
included  pre-school  conferences,  follow  up  on  the  Well  Child  Conferences 
conducted  by  the  State  Dept,  of  Public  Health;  Tuberculosis  follow  up  and 
to  assist  in  the  control  of  Communicable  disease. 

The  follow  up  on  the  Well  Child  Conference  conducted  in  April,  1939, 
was  done  on  the  most  urgent  cases;  time  being  limited. 

Children  requiring  nose  and  throat  operations,  with  family  physician’s 
consent,  were  taken  to  clinic  and  those  whose  nutrition  was  below  standard 
and  who  were  unable  to  purchase  cod  liver  oil,  were  supplied  with  same 
through  the  generosity  of  the  Douglas  branch  of  the  American  National 
Red  Cross. 

A chest  clinic  was  held  in  June,  conducted  by  a physician  and  an  X-ray 
technician  from  the  Worcester  County  Sanatorium,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Edith 
Taft,  field  nurse  for  the  Southern  Worcester  County  Health  Ass’n.  and  the 
Board  of  Health  nurse. 

At  this  clinic  97  X-rays  were  taken  and  72  Mantoux  or  skin  tests  were 
given.  75  of  the  X-rays  taken  were  children  of  school  age.  67  of  the 
number  after  X-rays  were  found  to  be  positive  cases.  Meaning  that  67  out 
of  75  children  have  childhood  type  of  tuberculosis. 

This  gives  us  a definite  picture,  and  that  is  that  we  have  an  extremely 
large  number  of  potential  tuberculous  cases  to  follow,  to  X-ray,  and  Re  X-ray. 

The  chest  clinic  this  year  was  conducted  entirely  different  from  previous 
years.  The  entire  families  of  the  previous  positive  X-rays  were  taken  into  the 
clinic  and  X-rayed. 

Many  of  the  pre-school  children  and  adults  have  been  recommended  to 
return  to  the  Sanatorium  for  a check  up  and  Re  X-ray.  This  type  of  work 
is  endless,  but  we  are  taught  that  education  along  these  lines  is  absolutely 
necessary  in  the  control  of  Tuberculosis. 
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At  present  we  have  some  active  adult  cases  of  tuberculosis,  all  under 
supervision. 

The  reporting  of  communicable  disease  is  being  carried  out  much  better. 
During  the  measles  epidemic  most  of  the  cases  were  reported  by  the  attend- 
ing physician  or  in  cases  of  no  physician  the  families  reported  the  disease 
to  the  Board  of  Health. 

A Well  Child  Conference  conducted  by  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health  was  held  October  23,  24,  25  and  November  6,  7,  8.  The  total 
number  of  pre-school  children  examined  was  98.  The  pre-school  population 
being  200  shows  us  that  nearly  half  of  the  pre-school  children  had  the 
opportunity  of  having  a thorough  physical  exam  by  a pediatrician,  dental 
exam  by  a dental  hygienist,  and  a nutritionist  to  instruct  the  mother  as 
to  proper  diet,  etc. 

It  is  my  desire  to  follow  up  these  cases  and  assist  the  mothers  to  carry 
out  the  recommendations  given  at  the  Conference. 

May  I express  my  deep  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Health,  Dr.  Spooner, 
Mr.  Dunleavy  and  to  the  Well  Child  Conference  Committee,  for  their  in- 
terest and  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Douglas: 

I herewith  submit  my  thirteenth  annual  school  report  of  the  Town  of 
Douglas,  the  same  being  the  fortieth  superintendents’  report  of  the  Union. 

For  detail  information  concerning  the  Douglas  schools,  I refer  you  to 
the  reports  of  the  school  committee,  principals,  heads  of  departments,  school 
physicians  and  dentists,  school  nurse,  supervisors  and  statistical  tables. 

THE  SCHOOLS  AND  NATIONAL  DEFENCE 

Once  more  a crisis  begins  to  loom  before  the  public  schools  of  this 
country. 

It  is  altogether  too  early  in  the  present  emergency  to  know  what  is 
being  done  with  defence  problems  all  over  the  country.  It  is  also  too  early 
to  evaluate  the  needs  or  to  set  down  a program  to  meet  them.  Taking  a 
cue  from  the  army,  it  seems  that  programs  should  be  for  the  future  rather 
than  for  immediate  present  demands. 

With  the  rank  and  file  of  high  school  graduates  three  years  away  from 
the  draft,  there  is  time  for  such  to  be  trained  outside  the  public  schools  in 
such  fields  as  technology  and  intensive  physical  training. 

In  citizenship  and  health  training  habits  there  is  much  that  can  be  done 
and  is  being  done  in  the  Douglas  Schools.  We  could  do  no  better  than  to 
follow  the  plan  of  one  Ohio  town  which  adopted  as  a motto  for  its  schools, 
“A  better  understanding  of  the  Rights,  the  Obligations  and  Blessings  of 
American  Democracy”.  The  code  of  a good  American  boy  and  girl  should 
be:— 

“The  Good  American  takes  care  of  his  body  and  mind.  He  learns  the 
three  R’s  and  takes  part  in  the  best  of  art,  music  and  culture.  He  prepares 
himself  to  make  an  honest  living.  He  obeys  the  laws  and  respects  authority. 
He  co-operates  with  others  in  every  effort  to  make  a better  community 
and  a better  nation.  A good  American  honors  God”. 

Our  background  courses  in  the  grades  covering  such  subjects  as  Physical 
Health,  Safety,  Thrift,  Character,  Manners  and  Science  are  leading  our 
pupils  into  right  ways  of  thinking  and  doing,  and  are  the  only  really  prac- 
tical way  in  which  young  children  can  take  part  in  a national  defence 
program. 
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THE  OBLIGATION  OF  THE  SCHOOLS 

To-day  we  are  living  in  an  age  where  the  fundamental  principles  of  out 
way  of  life,  our  form  of  government,  our  manner  of  living,  are  being  chal- 
lenged. At  the  present  moment  a very  large  percentage  of  the  population 
of  the  world  is  actually  at  war; — actually  fighting  to  establish  a “New 
Order”,  a new  scheme  of  government  control  in  direct  opposition  to  the 
principles  of  democracy. 

All  this  necessitates  changes  in  our  school  problems.  It  is,  of  course, 
necessary  that  we  continue  teaching  the  “three  R’s”,  and  that  we  do  this  work 
even  better  than  in  the  past,  for  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic  are  the 
corner-stones  of  all  future  development. 

However,  the  world  situation  demands  that  we  give  our  children  much 
more  than  this.  To-day  our  pupils  find  themselves  in  a difficult  situation, 
and  they  are  asking  many  questions  that  have  to  do  with  Democracy  versus 
the  New  Order.  A democracy  thrives  on  criticism.  We  countenance  and 
allow  a full  discussion  of  possible  improvements.  Such  discussions,  such 
improvements  might  easily  lead  young  people  to  the  conclusion  that  democ- 
racy is  a failure. 

Along  this  line  of  thought  Professor  W.  W.  Charters  says  that  our  dis- 
cussion about  our  government  has  to  do  with  its  operation  and  has  nothing 
to  do  with  our  belief  in  and  acceptance  of  the  virtue  of  the  fundamental 
principles  of  Democracy.  But  herein  lies  a decided  danger,  for  our  young 
people  through  a misunderstanding,  might  become  easy  victims  of  minority 
groups  who  assail  the  realistic  weaknesses  of  our  democratic  institutions  and 
exalt  the  idealistic  virtues  of  other  ways  of  life  which  are  glamorous  because 
they  are  distant. 

Therefore  we  want,  through  new  techniques,  through  new  emphasis,  to 
bring  the  following  points  to  the  attention  of  our  children: 

1.  Respect  for  the  dignity  and  worth  of  the  individual  human 

personality. 

2.  Open  opportunity  for  the  individual. 

3.  Economic  and  social  security. 

4.  The  search  for  truth. 

5.  Free  discussion;  freedom  of  speech;  freedom  of  the  press. 

6.  Universal  education. 

7.  The  rule  of  the  majority;  the  rights  of  the  minority;  the  honest 

ballot. 

8.  Justice  for  the  common  man;  trial  by  jury;  arbitration  of  dis- 

putes; orderly  legal  processes;  freedom  from  search  and  seizure; 

right  to  petition. 

9.  Freedom  of  religion. 

10.  Respect  for  the  rights  of  private  property. 

11.  The  practice  of  the  fundamental  social  virtues. 

12.  The  responsibility  of  the  individual  to  participate  in  the  duties 

of  democracy. 
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From  all  this  we  conclude  that  “Democracy  is  a way  of  life  and  social 
organization  which  above  all  others  is  sensitive  to  the  dignity  and  worth 
of  the  individual  human  personality,  affirming  the  fundamental  moral  and 
political  equality  of  all  men,  and  recognizing  no  barriers  of  race,  religion,  or 
circumstance.” 

And  so  to-day  in  our  school  work,  we  are  placing  decided  emphasis  on 
the  teaching  of  the  principles  of  democracy. 

Nor  are  we  forgetting  our  background  courses,  which  as  I have  already 
mentioned,  are  leading  our  pupils  into  right  ways  of  thinking  and  doing. 

The  field  of  education  is  to-day  so  great,  so  all-inclusive,  that  it  is  im- 
possible to  incorporate  all  the  subjects  into  our  regular  course  of  study.  How- 
ever, every  teacher  is  devoting  some  time  to  Character-building,  Health, 
Science,  Manners,  Art,  Safety,  and  Thrift,  and  books  are  gradually  being 
introduced  (as  funds  are  available)  so  that  our  pupils  have  easy  access  to 
various  sources  of  information. 


GUIDANCE 

It  is  now  generally  conceded  that  it  is  possible  to  give  to  our  pupils  the 
essential  fundamentals  of  school  work  in  the  first  six  grades.  This  theory 
gave  support  to  the  division  of  the  work  of  grades  seven  to  twelve  into  the 
junior  and  senior  high  school  groups,  or  a six  year  high  school. 

In  our  attempt  to  fit  the  school  to  the  needs  of  the  pupil,  there  is  neces- 
sarily brought  up  the  matter  of  Vocational  Guidance. 

Vocational  Guidance  is  the  process  of  aiding  pupils  both  in  their  present 
adjustments  and  in  their  intelligent  planning  for  the  future. 

A complete  guidance  program  is  complicated  and  difficult.  All  we  can 
hope  to  do  is  to  provide  our  pupils  with  the  means  of  finding  out  how  best 
to  get  the  training  they  need.  Last  year  our  pupils  were  provided  with 
“Vocational  Trends”;  “Occupational  Monographs”,  Vocational  Guide;  Re- 
prints and  Abstracts  from  vocational  magazines;  “Basic  Occupational  Plans,” 
and  Research  Department  data  on  occupations. 

Last  summer  a survey  was  made  of  the  17,500  different  kinds  of  em- 
ployment, and  it  was  found  that  one  hundred  different  kinds  of  work  ac- 
counted for  75  per  cent  of  all  people  employed.  This  material  was  made 
available  this  year  to  all  our  high  school  pupils.

The  State  Department  of  Education  in  its  annual  report  of  1940  furnishes 
some  valuable  information  concerning  statistics  on  population,  valuation,  and 
costs  per  pupil  per  year,  of  the  various  items  that  make  up  the  school  budget.

These  figures  do  not  parallel  the 
school  enrollments  for  the  same  periods.  Our  total  enrollment  for  the  school 
year  1929-1930  was  530  and  for  1939-1940  it  was  502;  a decrease  of  5%. 
It  is  possible  though  not  probable  that  a 12%  increase  in  population  would 
result  in  a 5%  smaller  school  enrollment.

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DOUGLAS  MEMORIAL  HIGH  SCHOOL  REPORT 


Mr.  A.  B.  Garcelon, 

Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I herewith  submit  my  twenty-third  annual  report  as  principal  of  Douglas 
Memorial  High  School. 

The  high  school  enrollment  shown  in  our  December  attendance  report  in- 
cludes 24  Seniors,  27  Juniors,  30  Sophomores,  37  Freshmen,  and  one  post- 
graduate, a total  of  119.  The  total  for  the  first  three  months  was  122,  the 
highest  in  the  history  of  the  school. 

The  enrollment  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  in  the  same  building 
with  the  high  school  is  about  100.  This  report  deals  primarily  with  the  high 
school,  grades  nine  to  twelve.  With  practically  all  my  time  taken  up  with 
these  grades  in  teaching  and  in  supervising  study  periods,  1 can  give  little 
attention  to  the  work  of  the  two  grades  downstairs.  An  excellent  program 
is  in  operation  there,  with  each  of  the  three  capable  teachers  charged  with 
the  department  for  which  he  or  she  is  best  qualified. 

The  need  for  another  home  room  may  become  urgent  next  year.  The  se- 
nior home  room  for  several  years  has  been  one  of  the  commercial  rooms. 
There  is  adequate  space  in  this  room  for  no  more  than  the  sixteen  desks  of 
the  kind  already  there,  and  so  there  is  an  overflow  of  eight  people  into  the 
typewriter  room,  where  they  are  using  typewriter  desks  for  home  room 
desks.  There  will  be  two  or  three  more  in  the  overflow  next  year,  after 
that,  still  more. 

The  enrollment  by  subjects  is  as  follows: 

English,  118  French,  47 

College  preparatory  Commercial  subjects,  106 

mathematics,  45  Industrial  geography,  23 

Chemistry,  16  General  science,  20 

History,  60  Problems  of  democracy,  16 

Latin,  26  Community  civics,  11 

The  number  taking  college  preparatory  subjects  is  35,  one  more  than  last 
year.  About  half  of  these  have  declared  their  intention  to  go  to  college. 
About  a dozen  have  so  far  indicated  sufficient  ability  and  enterprise  to  pre- 
pare for  the  usual  type  of  college. 

Our  annual  vocational  guidance  questionnaire  reveals  that  five  girls  intend 
to  enter  a teachers’  college  and  22  want  to  take  up  nursing  as  a profession. 
Eleven  boys  and  eleven  girls  want  to  go  to  trade  school. 

The  interests  of  the  students  have  been  widened  and  enlightened  by  the 
addition  to  our  vocational  guidance  equipment  of  a volume  recently  pub- 
lished on  occupations  by  the  “Science  Research  Associates”  of  Chicago. 


This  volume  describes  the  100  occupations  which  employ  seventy-five  per 
cent  of  all  workers,  including  the  professions.  Each  occupation  is  described 
in  a four-page  pamphlet,  detachable  by  a ring-clip  device  from  the  book,  so 
that  many  students  may  at  the  same  time  use  the  volume,  reading  up  on 
whatever  interests  each  the  most. 

This  new  work  and  the  pamphlets  and  periodicals  listed  by  Mr.  Garcelon 
in  his  report  last  year,  are  at  the  disposal  of  the  students  during  their  study 
periods.  With  the  limited  knowledge  of  teachers  about  occupations  we  are 
unable  so  far  to  check  up  adequately  on  what  the  students  have  gained  in 
their  use  of  this  equipment.  We  are  considering  a plan  for  credits  to  the 
student  in  connection  with  certain  courses,  as  the  teachers  become  more 
familiar  with  the  work  and  with  the  interests  of  the  students.  Information 
about  their  interests  has  been  tabulated  from  the  questionnaire  referred  to 
above.  Guided  by  this,  the  student  body  has  been  divided  into  groups,  one 
assigned  to  each  teacher.  The  two  men  teachers  have  all  the  boys,  the  three 
women  teachers  the  girls.  The  grouping  is  made  as  nearly  as  possible  ac- 
cording to  the  choice  expressed  in  the  questionnaire  as  to  vocational  ad- 
visor as  well  as  according  to  vocational  interests. 

The  interests  of  the  boys,  according  to  the  questionnaire,  are  distributed 
among  about  15  different  occupations;  those  of  the  girls,  among  six.  The 
most  alluring  occupation  to  boys  at  present  is  aviation;  to  the  girls,  nursing. 

The  introduction  of  motion  picture  programs  into  schools  will  prove,  I 
believe,  a valuable  aid  to  education.  As  head  of  the  committee  for  selection 
of  films  for  all  the  schools,  I am  glad  to  report  that  we  have  all  the  films 
that  we  can  pay  for  booked  for  the  rest  of  the  school  year  and  that  we 
have  a program  that  promises  to  be  much  better  than  that  of  last  year.  Last 
year  there  was  a good  deal  of  doubt  and  difficulty  in  the  selection  of  films, 
and  some  of  them  turned  out  to  be  of  little  value.  The  program  was  not 
well  balanced,  as  we  could  get  but  a very  few  films  suitable  for  the  primary 
grades.  Since  then  the  Division  of  Teaching  Aids  of  Boston  University  seems 
to  have  solved  for  us  the  problem  of  selection  of  films.  Boston  University 
has  associated  itself  with  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  with  sev- 
eral other  leading  educational  institutions  to  organize  a huge  library  of 
educational  films  for  rental.  All  our  bookings  this  year,  except  those  made 
last  year  under  contract  with  commercial  agencies,  are  with  the  Boston  Uni- 
versity film  library,  and  so  far  their  service  has  been  excellent. 

We  cannot  realize  the  full  value  of  these  films  until  windows  are  equipped 
with  the  proper  shades  for  darkening  the  rooms  where  the  films  are  shown. 
In  the  high  school  a study  period  is  disturbed  for  ten  minutes  or  more  by 
our  hanging  up  shades  I improvised  years  ago  from  heavy  black  cloth  to 
darken  the  laboratory  for  experiments  in  science.  These  improvised  shades 
are  a poor  substitute  for  what  is  needed  and  we  hope  that  suitable  ones  will 
soon  be  installed.

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REPORT  OF  ATHLETIC  DIRECTOR

I herewith  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  as  Director  of  Athletics  in  the 
Douglas  Memorial  High  School. 

The  athletic  program  in  the  school  during  the  year  1940  may  be  con- 
sidered one  of  the  most  successful  since  the  introduction  of  sports  as  a 
regular  part  of  the  school  program.  For  the  third  consecutive  year  we  were 
able  to  carry  on  the  activities  for  the  boys  without  any  financial  aid  from 
the  school  appropriation.  Although  we  have  found  it  necessary  to  cut  down 
on  expenditures,  we  can  justly  say  that  our  boys  were  well  equipped  and 
made  a good  appearance. 

The  basketball  team  went  through  a splendid  season  with  the  best  record 
ever  made  by  a local  team,  having  won  twelve  games  and  losing  only  three. 
For  the  second  year,  the  team  was  invited  to  participate  in  the  Clark  Uni- 
versity Tournament,  and  gave  a fine  account  of  itself  only  to  lose  by  a single 
point  in  the  semi-final  round  of  play.  Again  the  lack  of  a suitable  playing 
surface  had  its  effect  on  the  play  of  the  team. 

The  Douglas  High  baseball  team  again  showed  itself  a strong  contender 
among  the  county  school  teams.  As  a member  of  the  Blackstone  Valley 
League,  made  up  of  schools  of  much  larger  enrollment,  the  team  finished  in 
second  place  with  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  team  to  defeat  the  cham- 
pions during  the  season. 

Due  credit  should  be  given  the  boys  particularly  for  the  fine  display  of 
sportsmanship  and  team  spirit.  I believe  it  was  the  team  spirit  which  brought 
about  the  marked  success  of  the  teams  in  1940.  In  an  effort  to  keep  up  the 
spirit,  the  boys  accepted  an  invitation  to  participate  in  the  Community 
Softball  Leagues,  and  succeeded  in  bringing  much  glory  to  the  community 
for  the  spirited  play  at  the  District  Softball  Tournament.  Against  some  of 
the  best  industrial  teams  in  the  state,  the  Douglas  boys  won  three  games  to 
reach  the  semi-final  round  of  play  to  meet  defeat  again  by  a single  run  in 
an  extra-inning  game.  This  record  has  been  looked  upon  and  mentioned  as 
the  outstanding  softball  event  of  the  year  by  the  Worcester  papers.  This 
record  is  one  of  which  we  are  all  very  proud. 

Graduation  should  not  greatly  affect  our  teams  for  each  sport  will  have 
a number  of  veterans  returning.  We  can  look  forward  to  more  successful 
records. 
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I want  to  express  my  gratitude  and  appreciation  to  you,  the  members  of 
the  school  committee,  to  Mr.  Holmes,  as  well  as  to  the  many  friends  who 
so  generously  gave  of  their  time  and  effort  during  the  past  year.

It  is  a pleasure  to  report  on  the  physical  activities  among  Junior  and 
Senior  High  School  boys. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  our  school  had  discontinued  eleven  man  football, 
it  was  found  advisable  to  substitute  six  man  football.  The  response  was  in- 
deed gratifying.  Two  rounds  of  intermural  six  man  football  was  played 
among  class  teams,  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  School;  in  which  nearly 
forty  different  boys  participated.  In  addition,  a seven  game  varsity  schedule 
was  played.  Except  for  the  initial  game  played  against  a State  Teachers  Col- 
lege, the  boys  were  undefeated.  In  all  of  these  games  the  condition  of  parti- 
cipants was  good. 

Contributing  to  a successful  football  season  was  the  cooperation  received 
from  Dr.  Raymond  Spooner,  and  our  school  nurse,  Mrs.  Brown,  for  passing 
on  the  condition  of  both  boys  and  girls.  Also,  our  program  has  been  finan- 
cially self-sustaining. 

A basketball  program  for  both  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  boys  is  in 
progress,  with  separate  varsity  schedule,  for  both,  as  well,  an  intermural 
program  planned  for  all. 

By  encouraging  recreation  of  skilled  games,  demanding  well  balanced 
physical  development,  mental  coordination,  and  social  team  play,  it  is  be- 
lieved the  resulting  character  achieved  will  bring  a happier  balance  into  the 
lives  of  the  participants  as  well  as  a beneficial  carry  over  into  the  team  play 
of  life.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  WRITING

Dear  Mr.  Garcelon: 

I am  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  objectives  and  achieve- 
ment in  Handwriting  in  the  Douglas  schools  for  the  school  year  of  1940. 

The  major  objectives  in  our  program  are: — 1.  To  secure  consistently  ex- 
cellent handwriting  throughout  the  school  system  in  both  formal  and  in- 
formal writing.  2.  To  develop  an  appreciation  of  neat,  legible  handwriting 
along  with  the  writing  consciousness  that  will  create  a desire  on  the  part  of 
pupils  to  want  to  write  well. 

In  order  to  achieve  these  objectives  a carefully  planned  program  is  op- 
erated. We  supply  teachers  and  pupils  with  the  necessary  instructional  ma- 
terials. These  materials  include  Pupil  Folder  Outlines,  Teacher  Folders, 
Monthly  Teacher  Outlines,  Monthly  Diagnostic  Charts,  Room  Certificates, 
Pupil  Certificates,  Motivation  Seals,  Term  Specimen  Paper,  Monthly  and 
Term  Envelopes,  etc. 

The  instructional  material  is  organized  into  monthly  assignments.  Pupils 
and  teachers  are  instructed  in  effective  teaching  and  study  techniques.  In 
addition  to  providing  printed  copies  of  the  assignments,  the  monthly  unit  is 
placed  on  the  blackboard  by  the  supervisor.  A formal  test  paper  is  diagnosed 
and  graded  each  month  for  each  pupil  and  a detailed  report  is  sent  to  the 
teacher.  Approximately  four  papers  of  informal  handwriting  are  graded 
monthly  for  each  pupil.  Charts  and  graphs  are  provided  on  which  a pupil 
records  his  achievement  and  plots  his  progress. 

The  following  statistics  will  give  you  an  idea  of  the  improvement  in 
handwriting  in  your  schools. 

We  administered  our  first  formal  handwriting  test  in  your  schools  in  No- 
vember, 1933.  We  found,  that  2.9%  of  the  pupils  in  grades  1 to  8 made  a 
grade  of  “A”  (Excellent).  In  June  of  1940,  we  found  that  79.4%  of  the 
pupils  in  grades  1 to  8 made  a score  of  “A”  (Excellent). 

Over  a similar  period  of  time  the  improvement  in  grades  9 to  12  was 
from  4%  to  89.8%.  During  the  past  school  year  we  graded  approximately 
19,450  samples  of  formal  and  informal  handwriting  for  your  pupils. 

Douglas  High  School  received  the  Blue  Ribbon  award  last  year  for  ex- 
cellence in  Handwriting,  placing  second  among  the  high  schools  under  our 
supervision. 

In  general,  I have  found  the  interest  and  cooperation  of  your  pupils  and 
teachers  to  be  excellent.  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  fine  co- 
operation we  have  received.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


Mr.  Albert  B.  Garcelon,

My  dear  Mr.  Garcelon, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as 
school  nurse  in  the  Town  of  Douglas. 

As  school  nurse  I have  endeavored  to  follow  the  objectives  of  school 
nursing  given  to  us  in  the  Massachusetts  School  Hygiene  Handbook. 

Following  the  physical  examinations  of  school  physician,  Dr.  Spooner,  the 
same  forms  tabulating  each  pupils  name  and  the  physical  defects  listed,  are 
being  used  with  effect. 

During  the  year  all  but  two  of  the  number  3 defects  which  means  imme- 
diate attention,  were  corrected,  of  the  two  not  corrected,  the  parents  of 
these  children  refused  to  have  the  corrections  taken  care  of  at  this  time. 

There  were  20  children  who  had  tonsil  and  adenoid  defects  corrected,  of 
this  number  the  school  nurse  made  appointments  and  in  many  instances 
transported  18  cases. 

13  pupils  had  their  eyes  examined  and  fitted  for  glasses  through  clinical 
channels. 

We  have  in  our  schools  one  hard  of  hearing  defect,  which  is  having  ex- 
cellent private  medical  attention. 

It  is  my  desire  to  have  the  use  of  the  phono  audiometer  this  year,  in  order 
that  we  may  have  a more  efficient  test  done  on  our  children’s  hearing. 

Much  thought  has  been  given  to  the  nutrition  of  the  children,  by  the 
teachers  as  well  as  the  personnel  of  the  health  department.  During  the  year 
5 children  were  supplied  with  cod  liver  oil  through  the  generosity  of  the 
local  Red  Cross  Chapter  and  42  undernourished  and  underprivileged  children 
were  given  a half  pint  of  pasteurized  milk  daily  for  a period  of  eight  weeks. 

In  the  Grammar  School  building  the  pupils  bought  273  quarts  of  pasteur- 
ized milk  over  a two  month  period. 

One  juvenile  diabetic  spent  one  month  at  the  Rrendergast  Preventorium, 
which  is  a camp  for  children  having  diabetes,  this  same  child  returned  for  a 
week  in  December  for  a check  up.  This  was  made  possible  through  the  local 
Kiwanis  Club. 

A boy  in  High  School  had  the  opportunity  of  going  to  Sterling  Health 
Camp  for  eight  weeks  during  the  summer. 

On  November  25th  Miss  Carr  from  the  Dept,  of  Public  Health  talked 
with  the  High  School  girls  on  personal  hygiene,  attractiveness,  etc. 

Following  the  spring  vacation  an  epidemic  of  measles  was  upon  us.  For 
eight  weeks  the  nurse  was  on  duty  five  days  a week,  at  which  time  over  five 
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hundred  home  calls  were  made.  Close  inspection  by  Dr.  Spooner  and  the 
nurse  was  carried  out. 

The  Preventive  Tuberculosis  Program  was  held  in  June.  I refer  you  to 
the  Board  of  Health  Nurse’s  report. 

The  dental  clinic  was  carried  on  in  about  the  same  way,  being  nearly  self 
supporting. 


Report  of  Dental  Clinic — January  through  June  1940 

Out  of  a school  population  of  500,  300  pupils  had  their  dentistry  com- 
pleted at  the  clinic.  Of  this  number  the  Kiwanis  Club  financed  the  work  for 
30  children.  An  average  of  $1.00  per  child  for  the  total  enrollment  was  col- 
lected for  dentistry.

The  immediate  dental  defects  are  becoming  fewer  and  the  general  condi- 
tion of  the  teeth  is  much  improved. 

No  Toxin  Anti  Toxin  clinic  was  held  this  year  owing  to  the  measle  epi- 
demic. 

A pre-school  clinic  for  all  children  who  were  to  enter  school  in  Septem- 
ber was  held  in  June.  Dr.  Spooner  examined  thirty-three  and  vaccinated 
twenty-seven  children,  with  Dr.  Blanchard  examining  the  teeth. 

Twenty  public  health  meetings  have  been  attended. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  American  Red  Cross  for  all  financial  assistance 
given  and  to  the  motor  corps  which  assisted  in  transportation,  and  to  the 
Kiwanis  Club  for  their  financial  assistance. 

Without  the  cooperation  of  these  organizations,  it  would  have  been  im- 
possible to  function  as  we  did. 

May  I express  my  appreciation  to  the  Department  of  Education,  Dr. 
Spooner,  Dr.  Blanchard,  and  to  the  parents  and  teachers  for  their  interest 
in  the  promotion  of  health.

GREETING: 

In  the  name  of  said  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are  hereby 
directed  to  notify  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Douglas  who  are  qualified 
to  vote  in  Elections  and  Town  Affairs  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Douglas,  on  Monday  the  tenth  day  of  February,  1941,  A.  D.  at  eight  o’clock 
in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  to  wit: 

Article  1.  To  elect  a Moderator,  a Town  Clerk,  a Town  Treasurer,  a 
Collector  of  Taxes,  Two  Constables,  an  Agent  of  the  Moses  Wallis  Devise, 
a Tree  Warden,  one  member  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Simon  Fairfield  Public 
Library  to  fill  a vacancy,  each  for  a term  of  one  year;  one  Selectman,  one 
Assessor,  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  one  Water  Commis- 
sioner, two  members  of  the  School  Committee,  one  Trustee  of  the  Simon 
Fairfield  Public  Library,  one  Cemetery  Commissioner,  each  for  a term  of 
three  years;  a Recreation  Commission,  one  member  for  one  year,  one  member 
for  two  years,  one  member  for  three  years,  all  of  the  above  Town  Officers 
to  be  voted  for  on  one  ballot. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  other  Town  Officers  for  a term  of  one  year. 

Article  3.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  the  several  Town  Officers 
and  especially  of  the  Water  Commissioners  who  are  to  report  on  the  pro- 
posed Water  Main  Extensions  to  Douglas  Center  and  on  Martin  Road  (so- 
called),  and  to  choose  any  Committee  or  Committees  the  Town  may  think 
proper. 

Article  4.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  and  recommendations  of 
the  Finance  Committee. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate to  defray  the  necessary  and  usual  expenses  of  the  several  departments 
of  the  Town  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1941. 

Article  6.  To  fix  the  salaries  or  compensation  of  Town  Officers. 
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Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a sum 
of  money  to  defray  the  expense  of  the  Town’s  Share  of  the  W.P.A.  Projects 
carried  on  in  the  Town  during  the  current  year.

or  both,  for  this  purpose;  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a sum 
of  money  for  the  maintenance  of  various  streets;  said  money  to  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  any  money  which  may  be  allotted  by  the  State  or  County, 
or  both,  for  this  purpose;  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto.

Fund. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a sum 
of  money  for  the  Blanket  Insurance  (so-called)  now  in  force  on  the  Town’s 
Property,  or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  a sum  of  money  for  the 
observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  a sum  of  money  for  the  rent 
of  quarters  for  the  Michael  Carter  Post,  American  Legion. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  a sum  of  money  for  the  up- 
keep of  the  Town  Clock  (so-called). 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  a Reserve  Fund. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  the  sum  of  nineteen 
hundred  dollars  ($1,900.00)  from  the  Overlay  Reserve  Account  to  the  Reserve 
Fund,  or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  a sum  of  money 
from  the  Water  Department  Surplus  Account  to  the  special  Repair  Fund  for 
overhauling  the  machinery  at  the  Pumping  Station,  or  take  any  action  in  re- 
lation thereto. 
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Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  a sum  of  money 
from  the  Machinery  Rentals  Account  to  the  Machinery  Maintenance  Fund. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  a sum  of  money 
from  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Insurance  Account  to  the  General  High- 
way insurance  Account. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Assessors  to  use  any 
Free  Cash  in  the  hands  of  the  Town  Treasurer  to  reduce  the  Tax  Levy  in 
1941. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  dispose  of  any  of  the  Real  Estate  held  by  the  Town  by  Foreclosure  of 
Tax  Titles  and  authorize  and  empower  its  Treasurer  to  give  a deed  of  the 
same  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  Town,  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto.
